AWARD 

Dated, the January, IS, 1984 

The Central Government in e^e^cise of its powers under 
S,eC‘;ion 10 of the Indnstiial Disputes Act, 1947 (Act XfV 
of 1947) referred the following dispute regarding the transfer 
and reversion of Shri R. M. Khcr, Cashier, in the services 
of the Life Insurance Corporation, for adjudication. The 
dispute rcfeiTcd is in foHow^lng terms :— 

^‘Whether the action of the management of Life Insur¬ 
ance Corporation of India. Division Office, Ralnur 
in rehkion to its Branch at Bhilai, in reverting Shri 
R. M. Khcr,, Cashier, to the post of Assistant and 
subsequently transferring him from Bhilai to Raipur 
is justified ? If not. to w^hat relief is the concerned 
workman entitled ?" 

2. Tfie following facts would be necessary for npprccia<ing 

the question relating to reversion. R, M. Kher was n.npolnted 
as ‘\\ssistant” at Divisional Office rabalpur and was con¬ 
firmed on -that post by an ni'der dated 26-lUt9G4 with effect 
from .‘^-lA9h4 on a salary of Rs. 130 p.m. in the scale of 
Ks 130—5—^8- -207—10—2.*f7—12—281 — 

PB— 12 - 305—n--350' -20—.370, He was subsequentiv 
(ransfrrrcd to Bhilai OlTicc in the same capacity i.c. ns an 
Assistant w-ith effect from 19-7-1971, Khcr was allow'ed to 
officiate ns Cashier from 6-7-1977 in pine© of Koiangale, He 
was selected by the Divisional Manager to woik as a Cashier 
against vacancies in the Bhilai Branch under Ihe existinc pay 
scales. The Cashier at Bhilai Branch was paid special pay 
of Rs. 25 under an order dated 2.3-11-77. It appears that 
in the set up existing, the post of Assistant and the Cashier 
fire in The same cadre and crade. A cashier po.sted to a place 
which carried a special allowance w’onld always get ‘Ihc^ spe¬ 
cial allow'ance in addition to nay of the post. If an Assistant 
w'as rcanired to work as a Cashier he also got this special 
pay of Rs. 25 when posted at Bhilai. 

3. It appears Thai in 1909 Khcr was chargc-shccted for 

committing some fraud. Ihc management took a lenient 
view and imposed punishment of withholding one increment 
by order dated 12’9-1973. Kber w'as arrested by (he police 
in a gambling case He was convicted and was ordered to 
pay a* fine of Rs. 25 or to undergo minish for seven days, 
Tljc management was opinion that Khcr had not 


conducted himself in a manner becoming the dignity of his 
o/hec and were fuithci of Ihc opinion that in the interest ol 
policy holders it was not proper to keep such a person on 
the post x)l Cashier which warranted a high degree of reclL 
tilde and integrity. Kl^er w-ns, therefore, transferred to Rai¬ 
pur, According to the management Khcr was involved in 
many financial irregularities at Bhilai and they were con- 
(cmplating disciplinary action against him. It was, lliercforc, 
thou^^ht desirable that he should nevt continue to work at 
Bhilai and accordingly was posted at Raipur, a place nearer 
to Bhilai. 


4. Parties to the present dispute have not led oral evi¬ 
dence in this case. The documents produced by the nianage- 
mciU bring out the above position stated by me in the 
narration of facts. That being so, one thing is qiutc clear, 
that the transfer in the instant case was for administrative 
exigencies and could not be said to be vindictive or for 
the purposes of victimising Kher. It may also be stated that 
under the service conditions he was liable to be posted any¬ 
where in India, Unions contention, Ixiwcver, is that Khcr 
can onU be posted to a place where he would get a special 
allowance otherwise there would be a loss of emoluments 
resulting in reduction of rank and the order would serve as 
a punishment on him. Being punitive it W'Oiild be necessary 
to give him show cause notice and the procedure of depart¬ 
ment will have to be followed and it is only when he is 
found guilty that he could be punished. Since no departmental 
enquiry took place the order was against natural justice and 
was liable to be struck down. The only question therefore 
that remains to be considered is whether in the circumstance'* 
stated above a transfer to a place where no special pay was 
paid to the Cashier could be said to be reduction in rank 
or an order entailing a loss in salary which would amount 
(o punishment If it did amount to punishment naturally 
the order would be bad. 

5. ‘Special pay’ under the Life insurance Corporation of 
India (StafT) Regulations 1960 is defined as under r— 

‘'3(k) ‘Special pay' means an addition of ibc nature 
of pay to ^.hc emoluments of a post or of an emp¬ 
loyee in consideration of— 

(i) the special arduous nature of duties; or 
(ii) a specific addition to the work or responsibility.*' 

It therefore appears that whenever arduous nature of duty 
i.s taken from a workman he could be compensa-ted by a 
special pay in addition to the emoluments carried on the 
post. This is not n case falling under Clause (ii) of (k) 
where he had been given additional work or an added rcs- 
ponsihiliiy was assigned. The case would specifically fall under 
Clause (i) of (K) of Regulation 3 of the said Regulations. 
Since ‘Special pay’ was for duties entailing cither work which 
was arduous or for an addkional work or responsibility, it 
was onl> compensation for something done extra outside the 
noiinal. WF^enever special pay was given special nature 
of work was extracted or an additional work or respomsi- 
bllily was assigned. Therefore if u person was relieved from 
such a.ssignmcnf or was not given such work he came to do 
the normal work of the post. Apparen-tly if such special 
assignment which carried the special pay is taken away from 
Ihe workman, in my opinion, there is no reduction in rank. 
The Regulation 57 does not come into play in the inslant 
case. This regulation deals wKh rcfixalion of sajary on an 
appointment to a higher grade, Now if the grade to which 
Kher was anpointed was not higher Regulation 57 would 
have no application. If Kher had been appointed as Cashier 
fit Rainur which did not carry the special pay it would not 
he □ higher crndc. R could not be a higher grade if It were 
appointed at Bhilai which carries a special pay Therefore 
Regulation 57 being out of the w^nv e.xnlanation (1) to Clause 
(2) of the Regulation 57 is not apnlicahle. Tn my opinion. 
ih"rc IS no case made out as would show that there has 
been R reduction in rank if (he employee had been tians- 
ferred to a place which did not carry special allowance. Nor 
could it he said that the order of transfer to Raipur entails 
loss of basic emoluments as could be said to be punitive or 
is denrivatton to the workman the emoluments to which he 

would ordinarily be entitled. 
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ORDER : 

Accordingly J render this nward and tjay that the action 
of the rnnnagement of Life Insurance Corporation of India. 
Division Office, Raipur, in relation to its Branch al Bhilai 
in transferring Shri R. M. Kher to the post of Assistant 
at Raipur does not amount to reversion and seems wholly 
justified in the exigencies of the case. There shall be no 
order as to costs.

Hy Order No. L-2ri011/2/82-D.IIJ(B) dated 27-5-1983„ Gov¬ 
ernment of India, Miaistry of I aboiir Sc Rehabilitation, De- 
jiartment of Labour referred the following dispute for ad- 
iLidicalion :

2 In my opinion the termina-tion of service of Dannis 
J.vcrscu) is juslilied. MWU S. K. Mukherjee tite Uy. Manager 
Personnel has deposed that Dannis Everson started absenting 
fiom his duty since 4lh July 1981 wilhoiU intimating or 
taking permission, lie has proved a lellcr Ext, M-l datcvl 
I2ifi Migiisi 1981 sent by the management to tiv concerned 
workman. Ihc letler states that D, Everson bad lost lien on 
Ills appointment wJih immediate effect because in the opinion 
of the management he was not interested in his employment* 
The management thought so due tt^ his unauthorised absence 
since 41h July 1981. The witness has proved another leRcr 
EAt. JVl-2 dated 17 December 1981 written by the manage¬ 
ment to the ALC(C), Rourkela (Orissa). In this letter also 
it is clearly s-tated that Everson had remained absent for 
more than 30 days and had started absenting since 4th July 
1981 iinaiithonscdly and as such the management came to 
the conclusion that he was not interested in his prescn< em¬ 
ployment. I think the stand taken by the management in these 
two Icl!crs (E.xt. M-l and M'2) is correct, b’.vcn the Barbil 
Woi'kers' Union who raised this dispute stated in their ap- 
plicaiion for adjournment for six months dated 14.8.1983 
that Dannis Everson was absconding and was unlraccable. 

T his clearly showy that ^hc concerned workman has ubandonde 
his service. The union has not appeared on any date fixed 
in the case. They have not taken any effective steps to 
proceed \vith the case. In these circumstances it is reason¬ 
able to Inler that the union is alsf) not interested in the 
progress of the case. The case has been heard exp^^rte and 
T do not see any good ground to reject the prayer of the 
monagement fo pass a no dispute award. It i.s to be noticed 
that even uptoday nobody knows the whereabouts of the 
concerned workman. The union has mentioned in their peti¬ 
tion for adjournment on 14 August 1983 that the whcrcahontii 
of Everson arc not known and that the concerned w^orkman 
had fihandondcd. The w'ord ‘abscimded’ in ‘the nnion'i: letter 
is significant. It may mean that the concerned workman after 
committing some serious offence has absconded, .Any way 
the fads and circumstances aforesaid Icavl me to the con¬ 
clusion that the concerned workman has abandoned service 
and so he has disappeared El is a case, I think, of voluntary 
abandonment of service and not of retrenchment. Tn such 
a situation it must be held that Ihc union is no longer in¬ 
terested in (he dispute. 

3, In the resiift, let a no dispute award be pa.sscd. This 
is my award.

This is a Ci-mplaini Petitioji U/n. 33-A of the Induslrial 
Disputes Act, 14 of 1947 filed by ial?an NFia and Surath Roy, 
Surface Tj-artimcr of lower Renda CoJlieiy. 

2. The case of the workmen is that they hav/e been stopped 
from going to their diKies on and from 1-8-82 and 16-9-82 
respectively on the pretext that they liud been supernnuated 
on attaining the age of siiperaimnation. Jt is submkled that 
the opp. parly has got a fictitious and concocted Form B 
register increasing the age of workmen with a purpose to re¬ 
tire them earlier. It is also stated that a Reference Case No 
33/82 is pending before this very Tribunal for the same 
issue and hence the termination is illegal. 

3. Th,e defence of the management is that the present com¬ 
plaint petition is not maintainable as the complainants have 
no concern in the dispute which is a subject matter of Re¬ 
ference No. 33/82 pending before this Tribunal and no 
provision of Section 33 of the Industrial Disputes Acf has 
been violated in this case. It is submitted that the present 
petkion is not maintainable ancl hence it should be dismissed. 

4. The point for consideration is ns to whether the action 
of the management is legal and valid. 

5. ft will he seen that the Reference Case No. 33/82 is 
with regard ^to the justification of the management in superan¬ 
nuating one ,Sri Chand Majhi with effect fiom 1-8-81. The 
said case was regarding superannuation of a paiticular work¬ 
man in which the concerned complainants can in no way be 
connected with, that dispute, Further Sec'lion 33 of the LD. 
Act do not cover the case of superannuation. The concerned 
worktT'^n were sufjerannuated on attaining the age of superan- 
nuirtion and if they had any grievance they .should have 
raised an industrial dispiilc and get a Reference made ll|s 10 of 
the ].D. Act. Iliere is nothing to show that there has been 
any violation by the management of any of the provisions 
of Section 33 of the l.D. Act, 1'hc Reference case in q\ies- 
tion relates to an individual dispute with w^hich the concerned 
workmen were in no way connected. 

6. Considering these, T hold that -the present complaint 
petition is not maintainable. It is dismissed accordingly,
